We continue to believe that an outbreak of major 
Arab-Israeli hostilities is unlikely in the near term. Al- 
though both sides are currently demonstrating a willingness 
to explore political options to achieve territorial agree- 
ment, the risk of renewed fighting will substantially m 
crease unless diplomati c efforts show progress towa rd a

Baghdad appears determined to press its pre-winter 
offensive to achieve a military solution to the Kurdish prob- 
lem. If Tehran continues its support to the Kurds, we expect 
further localized clashes between Iranian and Iraqi forces. 
These could quickly increase in scope and intensity, and thus 
there remains a risk of a maj or Iraqi-Iranian border conflic , 


II . USSR-Eastern Europe 

We see no indications of hostile intent in the 
tary activity of the US SR and other Warsaw Pact nations.
